Such has been the achieve­ 
ment of Orange C ounty. California. 
T w o years ago a 
bond issue of S I ,270,000 was voted for the construction of 
107 miles of im proved highways. 
The work has now 
been completed and a balance of $240,000 remains in the 
treasury. 
The announcement of this rem arkable result 
brought many delegations of citizens from all parts of the 
county to urge the claims of their respective .sections for 
additional road im provements. 
The supervisors, how ­ 
ever. have wisely decided to request the county highway 
commission to prepare plans for further highw ay im ­ 
provements, and these plans will be used as a basis for 
determ ining what shall be done with the surplus. A tablet 
com m em orative of this remarkable feat should be erected 
as an example for future generations to follow.
